As We See It: 


‘Problems of 1959 Foreshadow 
New Ones for the Years Ahead 


Menlo Park’s problems for 1959 —some solved, some 
still unsolved — foreshadow those of 1960. And it is only by 
keeping in mind what has gone before that the city’s gov- 
ernment and residents can act intelligently and with direc- 
tion in the future. 

Probably the biggest problem which is apparent at 
the outset of the new year is the traffic circulation problem, 
daily growing worse, and worse, and worse. 

Another one lurking in the wings and ready to 
come on stage at any time is the cry for “high rise” 
apartments — either in or at the edge of the city. There 
are economic forces at work which are apt to push this 
particular actor into the spotlight of public interest at 
any time. 

The Menlo Park City School District’s officers think 
that agency is “over the hump” as far as building needs 
are concerned but that can’t be said for either the Ravens- 
wood or Las Lomitas Elementary School Districts, nor can, 
it be said with complete truth for the high school district 
at this time. 

Looked at from this point of view, it might appear 
that very little was accomplished during 1959; the catalog 
of major problems looks a lot like the one submitted at the 
beginning of the year. 

No so. 

For one thing, the city’s police department got as 
resounding an endorsement as any law enforcement 
organization can hope for, with resounding approval 
of a bond issue of a new station-house. The latter, con- 
struction of which is expected@o start in the next few 
weeks, should be adequate to serve the needs of the 
community for many years. 

The city’s total payroll got an important boost with 
opening of the United States Geological Survey’s new 
topographic mapping unit here and its prestige certainly 
didn’t suffer because of the visits of Secretary of the In- 
terior Fred Seaton and Russia’s atomic energy chief. 

These are advances the value of which are intangible; 
their value, however, must be ranked among the significant 
things that have happened here during the year now draw- 
ing to a close. 

Nevertheless, the problems are still with us: We must 
continue to seek ways and means of acquiring park sites 
and similar open spaces, before growing land use makes it 
impossible to preserve even a few small vestiges of natural 
attractiveness; we must not allow ourselves to think that 
the purchase of a new police station is going to solve the 
law enforcement problems of a growing community for- 
ever.

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The annexation to Menlo Park of 11.6 square miles 
of land, earlier this year, might imply a new source of 
revenue to some but to responsible city officials and 
citizens as well, it implies an obligation to make sure 
future developments are carefully considered and that 
the rights of the owners are respected. 

The traffic problem, as noted before, continues to be 
the city’s major problem although its solution seems 
to have become at least in part the interest of the State 
Division of Highways. The Division is now making sur- 
veys of where the so-called “missing link” of Willow road 
should be put. But anyone who has attempted to get 
across the railroad tracks at any one of the three in-town 
grade crossings can guess that there are other problems 
as well and they're exclusively the concern of those travell- 
ing in the heart of the city. 

Menlo Park residents and governmental leaders, we 
feel, can look back with pride on the accomplishments of 
Menlo Park; they can thank their lucky stars and the fore- 
sight of a few individuals of a few years ago, for the fact 
that the city has attracted the kinds of businesses, offices 
which it has, and which in time might make the city world 
famous. 

But none of us can afford to let it go at that. We must 
keep looking ahead at the problems remaining to be solved 
if the area is to remain as attractive as it now Is.

We incline to feel, therefore, that 
whatever we contribute is a sort of charity donation, given 
for the benefit of someone we don’t know and aren't likely 
to meet. 

Not so. The diseases which the funds of the March 
of Dimes are aimed at, are of a type which might strike any 
family at any time. 

And because of this, those proclamations to be signed 
within the next few weeks have a universal importance.

‘Advisory Committee’ Needed GREETINGS 


Ready to Get Started 


5: 


Step in Rec Building Drive 


Last week, as the first step 
in a drive to make the com- 
munity conscious of the need 
for support of a community 
recreation building for Nealon 
park, names of 15 members of 
an advisory committee to 
oversee the fund-raising were 
announced. 


The more active portion of 
the drive is some weeks away 
yet but the members of the 
committee have already met, 
and have not only loaned their 
names for the support of the 
project, but have indicated 
they will give financial sup- 
port as well. 


For those unversed in 
community-wide  fund-rais- 
ing campaigns, the naming 
of an “advisory committee” 
may seem like a rather use- 
less step, but such a listing 
serves a definite purpose, 
particularly when the mem- 
bers of such a group are 
well-known as ‘unselfish pro- 
moters of the community, 
who have no personal axes 
to grind. 


The history of the campaign 
to get a community recreation 
building is a case in point. 


Several years ago there was 
formed in Menlo Park a “Men- 
lo-Atherton Cooperative Nurs- 
ery school,” organized for a 
purpose pretty well described 
by the title. 


The organization met with 
immediate success, with the 
result that it was forced to 
seek new, larger quarters, on 
several occasions. 


For the past few years the 
nursery school has headquar- 
tered at the Green room in 
the city council chambers 
building in civie center, and 
has used the Girl Scout area 
across the city driveway for 
outdoor portions of the nurs- 
ery school program. 

The women who were mem- 
bers of the cooperative school 
about a year ago decided that 
more adequate, permanent 
quarters should be sought and 
with this in mind got the hus- 
band of one of the members— 
an architect—to prepare draw- 
ings of a building such as 
they thought they would like. 


Architect Neal Lindstrom 
produced a picture of a build- 
ing which would cost be- 
tween $25,000 and $39,000, 
and which would be of an 
architecture harmonious 
with that of Little House, at 
Nealon Park. It became the 
feeling of nursery school 
proponents that this would 
be a better location than the 
civic center, because a mast- 
er plan for the latter facility 
doesn’t show any space set 
aside for such a recreation 
building. 


The idea was presented to 
the city council — several 
months ago and councilmen 
gave a sort of qualified en- 
dorsement. 

First, they pointed out that 
the city couldn’t guarantee ex- 
clusive use of a single build- 
ing to a relatively small or- 
ganization, such as the cooper- 
ative nursery. 

The city, they pointed out, 
has to allocate its recreation 
facilities in such a manner 
that the greatest good can be 
done for the greatest number. 

However, the councilmen 


also noted, the nursery school’s 
class sessions are normally 
held in the morning and this 
wouldn’t conflict too often 
with such possible future pro- 
grams as crafts programs 
sponsored by the recreation 
department during the sum- 
mer, Boy Scout unit meetings, 
which are customarily held in 
the evening, or meetings of 
adult groups which might be 
held in either the afternoon 
or after dark. 

The councilmen had found 
found that a recreation 
building, such as the city 
now has in .operation at 
Willow Oaks parks, gets a 
lot of use. 


They proposed that if the 
nursery school organization 
could raise the money for a 
building, they would allow it 
to be placed on city land and 
accept the deed to it, then 
lease it back to the nursery 
school for $1 a year—with 
proper reservations. : 

A similar formula was ar 
rived at between the city and 
the Peninsula Volunteers, in 
regard to Little House. 

Members of the nursery 
school, meanwhile, realize that 
a fund-raising in the name of 
their organization might not 
prove popular enough to get 
sufficient funds. And it would 
be misnamed anyway, since 
what’s proposed is something 
that a wide segment of the 
community will get to use. 

Hence the advisory commit- 
tee and hence the fact that an 
organization which originated 
a good idea has taken a seat 
relatively far back—so people 
won't get confused. 

That the city needs public 
meeting-places can be the sub- 
ject of little doubt. 

A glance at the calendars 
of uses for school multi-use 
rooms, the three meeting 
rooms at the civic center— 
even the number of meetings 
held in the lounge of the 
Menlo Park branch library— 
all indicate that another in- 
door hall, where people can 
meet, wouldn’t be wasted.

avenue, 


plans for'the coming year, before a talk at 
the board’s headquarters at 631 Menlo 


predict that the taxpayers 
will receive a sizeable cut 
in the tax rate for 1960-61, 

This is only our guess, but 
we do know that the pressure 
against climbing taxes is being 
felt in higher circles. 

Following the 1960 census, 
but probably not until 1961 
the county will go through the 
process of realigning the su- 
pervisorial districts according 
to the latest population counts. 
Fortunately, the charter study 
commission did not recom- 
mend an increase in the size 
of the board as proposed. We 
likely will see an almost com- 
plete division of the Coastside 
to be tied in with Bay Side 
population centers. 

The fast growth of Pacifica 
and the spread of homes down 
the Coastside will mean that 
area will have the population 
count to equal some of the 
cities on this side of the hills 
and only the census will estab- 
lish where the lines should go. 

San Carlos may come into 
the south county supervisor- 
ial district, leaving San Ma- 
teo, Hillsborough and Bur- 
lingame as a district. The 
north county and the Coast- 
side would be chopped up 
for the other three districts. 

No one seems to have much 

to say about the subject ,it 
almost appears certain that the 
county will not go through an- 
other year without the sales 
tax. Some energetic council- 
men are making attempts to 
win the dissenting councils 
over to their side so the coun- 
ty-wide plan can go into effect 
with the start of any quarter 
in the year. * 

But the board of supervisors 
is still keeping a _ hands-off 
policy, waiting for the cities 
to present a united front. Red- 
wood City could beat the gun 
with a city election in April 
when better than $4 million 
in bonds will be presented 
along with a proposal that 
would provide for retiring the 
bonds through a sales tax. 
Both may have tough sledding. 

We can look forward to a 
start and probable completion 
of the first stages of improv- 
ing Middlefield road from the 
Redwood City city limits to 
Eighth avenue. The entire 
road through to Palo Alto 
would get the same treatment 
if the county’s bond plan hap- 
pens to be approved. 

Flood control , projects, 
probably several of them, 
will get at least into the talk- 
ing and planning stages in 
the new year. Now that a di- 
rector has been named, 
cities will start preparing 
their projects. Naturally this 
will set up another howl 
from from residents and 
dof’t look for all the pro- 
grams to go through smooth- 
ly. 

The county likely will re- 

main the biggest builder of 
the year when it awards con- 
tracts for the new administra- 
tion building, (estimated at 
242 millions); the new boys’ 
ranch; a new court center in 
South San Francisco; possible 
additions to the Hall of Justice 
—and countless other smaller 
jobs. 

San Mateo county, and the 
entire state for that matter, 
could have its financial affairs 
tossed into a cocked hat if the 
group of Atherton and Menlo 
Park residents should possibly 
win their suit against the 
county over “spot” reassess- 
ing. 

Our assemblyman, Carl A. 
Britschgi, says he will propose 
state legislation making it 
mandatory for the county as- 
sessors to give mailed notices 
of assessment increases in the 
future. 

That is a costly step and 
we donbt that residents 
would take any more heed 
from such notices than they 
did from the many stories 
that appeared in the newspa- 
pers calling attention to 
this year’s boosts. 

A similar assessing program 
is under way in the north 
county and we doubt if too 
much attention is being paid 
to the program, It is known, 
however, that some of the 
north county residents have 
asked to join up with the south 
county taxpayers unit. 

The way things look, 1960 
will have about the same head- 
lines as in the past. People 
will call the politicians crooks 
and make a stab at getting new 
faces in office. The budgets 
for every branch of govern- 
ment from the smallest light- 
ing district to the schools, city 
and county itself will keep 
climbing. 

We'll all grumble and try to 
find a cheaper place to live, 
maybe. 

But when 1961 rolls around 
we'll likely be thanking our 
stars that we still live in the 
world’s garden spot. If you 
must grumble, do it with a 
smile and make 1960 a happy 
year for everyone,

When someone mentions a 
|hedge, do your thoughts turn 
| automatically to a clipped row 
of green? To Privet and Box- 
;}wood, or possibly Pitto- 
; sporum? If they do, you may 
| 9e missing a clue to beauty in 
| your garden. A clue to the 
| beauty of informal flowering 
| hedges, 
A note from nurserymen re- 
| ninds us that any number of 
‘avorite flowering shrubs can 
‘Ye put to use in a hedge. They 
‘ome tall or short, for sun 
»’ Shade, so take your pick. 

Of first importance for 
this use are a trio of flower- 
ing-fruiting shrubs whose 
ornamental merit is well 
established. We speak of 
the gray-green Pineapple 
Guava, with its waxy white 
petals and prominent crim- 
son stamens; of the refresh- 
ingly delicate Pomegranate 
and of the near ever-bloom- 
ing Natal Plum. Natal 
Plums we’d confine pretty 
much to southern California; 
they are definitely happier 
there. The Pomegranate 
with its striking blooms and 
shiny fruit is most decora- 
tive of the lot; Feijoa most 
likely to provide edible fruit 
in cool summer areas. 


Glossy Abelia and Esceal- 
| onia are among shrubs which 
nevit attention as hedges. 
These are every day shrubs in 
California, to be considered 
wherever new uses can be 
made for them. They shrug 
off drought, wind or poor soil 
g us summer long color 
‘rom pink or white blooms. 


Would you have consider- 
ed the Camellias as a hedge 
plant? No? Then you'd bet- 
ter take another look at it. 
Gardeners have tried it with 
great success where a mo- 
dest hedge in partial shade 
is called for. It is slower to 
fill in, but gives unbounded | 
pleasure when it does. 


We could go on and on, 
Oleander we all know as a 
| free-flowering hedge. Flori- 
bunda and Grandiflora roses | 
we informal and showy.

| denia and Hibiscus are to hell
